PLANTING  DIRECTIONS 

When  the  trees  arrive  set  the 
bunch  in  the  waiter  tank.  If  not  ablo 
to  plant  in  one  day,  dig  them  into 
loose  soil,  pack  firmly  with  your 
heel  and  be  sure  roots  are  well  cov¬ 
ered.  Before  setting  out  in  rows, dip 
the  roots  in'  a  mud  bath  (hold  a  small 
bunch  in  hand  and  work  them  up  and 
down  in  the  mud  bath).  Each  row 
should  bo  plowed  2  or  3  times,  as 
deep  as  possible  .lust  before  planting. 
Dig  out  additional  dirt  for  each  tree, 
if  roots  cramp  too  much.  Cover  top 
roots  about  3  to  6  inches,
